Descriptive phrases have been added to diagram 
boxes 101, 113,201,202, 203, 205, 301, 303, 305, 403, 501, 502, 503, 504, 506, 507, 509, 510 
and 511 in replacement sheets provided for Figures 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5. Additional descriptive 
phrases (beyond those specified by the examiner) were also added. 

The drawings were objected to under 37 CFR §1.83 (a) because they did not show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims.
